(After 
years of being overlooked, 
So You Think You Can 
Dance’s Deeley was certainly 
surprised by the honor, 
telling EW, “I know I should 
pretend to be a lot cooler than I am, 
but inside there’s a screaming teenage 
girl just dying to get out.”) 

The variety and vigor of these 
nominations is heartening. Harry’s Law 
isn’t the most groundbreaking tele- 
vision, but why not nod to Kathy Bates’ 
ebullient performance, which is an 
implicit acknowledgment of her other 
good work? (Exhibit A: Bates’ raucous 
turn on The Office.) And nominating 


Louis C.K. not merely for starring on 
Louie but also for writing and editing: 
That is groundbreaking. Work as 
buoyantly realistic and profane as 

Louie rarely gets Emmy endorse- 
ment—just ask The Wire. 

Hey, every one of us can come up 
with our own list of alterna-Emmy 
nominations that might make us happier. 
(I love Hugh Laurie, but couldn’t the 
Academy have left him off the list for 
one season and added, say, Treme’s 
Wendell Pierce?) But let’s give credit 
where it’s due. This year the Emmys got 
a lot of things right. Now comes the 
hard part: waiting until Sept. 18 for 
Emmy to make winners out of some of 
these worthy newcomers. (Additional 
reporting by Mandi Bierly and Lynette Rice) 
For more Emmy news, turn the page.

Surprises 


True Blood is a smash with viewers and 
critics, but the HBO drama still couldn’t 
snag a slot in the best-drama category, 
while stars Anna Paquin and Stephen 
Moyer were ignored in the acting cate- 
gories. What’s a bloodsucker have to 
do to get some love from the Academy 
of Television Arts & Sciences? And 
Sons of Anarchy creator Kurt Sutter 
probably shouldn’t use Twitter to 
exorcise his demons, but in this case 
we don’t blame him: His FX show 

was ignored yet again in the major 
categories, prompting him to tweet 
diatribes like “Best part of not getting 
an Emmy nod. Now I don’t have to 
pretend I give a s--.” Yikes. (He later 
said he was just joking.) Finally, for the 
third straight year, the Academy passed 
over Fox’s Fringe—the best sci-fi 
series to make it in prime time since 
The X-Files.

first weekend. That officially displaces 
The Dark Knight’s $158.4 million bow in 
2008 as the best opening weekend in 
box office history. Among the other

The final Harry Potter film earned the best reviews of the series, so could it nab 
a Best Picture nomination? Deathly Hallows—Part 2 had its official Academy 
screening on July 17, and according to one member, there was “a packed house 
and lots of applause.” Reactions were mixed, though, on how people might vote 
in six months. “Yes, it is a film I'll consider in my mix,” says an Academy member. 
“| thought it was the most serious and profound of the eight films.” Another 
voter demurred, saying, “Don’t think so—except for special effects and art 
direction.” To many, Potter remains a kids’ franchise. That may explain why the 
first seven films have earned only nine Oscar nominations—four fewer than 
the first Lord of the Rings film scored all on its own. —Dave Karger

The company 
announced July 12 that it was splitting its 
streaming option from the traditional DVD 
aie jacking up the monthly cost by 60 percent for those who 
want to keep snail mail as an option. (The streaming service, 
while popular, offers significantly fewer movies than the 
traditional program. And it certainly doesn’t help that Sony 
Pictures recently pulled down many films—including The Social 
Network and Salt—due to contractual finagling.) The response 
was fast and furious, with tens of thousands of disgruntled 
patrons leaving comments on the rental service’s Facebook 
page and clogging call lines with complaints. (A streaming 
outage on July 17 further fanned the flames.) “The fact that 
Netflix is getting so much heat means that it’s loved by its 
customers,” says Bryan Gonzalez of the Entertainment Tech- 
nology Center at USC. But do they love it enough to swallow 
this price increase? (Unlimited DVDs plus streaming will soon 
cost about $16 per month—up from $9.99.) There are other 
options: Blockbuster is taking advantage of its rival’s troubles 
by offering special deals to Netflix users, starting at $9.99 a 
month. Apple TV allows users to rent films a la carte via 
iTunes, but requires a set-top box costing $99, while dollar-a- 
day DVD vending giant Redbox is also a cheap alternative for 
those who want to get out of the online game entirely. Over at 
Netflix, they’re certainly braced for the 
fallout. “We weren't surprised [by the | ay

CHANGING LEADS IN the 12th season ofa series might seem like an exercise 
in futility, but CS7may have founda way to putits aging cop show back inside 
the winner’s circle. Fresh off his Emmy-nominated run as Arthur Frobisher on 
Damages, Ted Danson will assume the supervisory role 


behind the yellow tape when the CBS series returns 
on Sept. 21. (His character takes over the graveyard 
shift in Las Vegas while the team is still grappling 
with the professional and personal fallout from 
last season’s showdown with serial killer Nate 
Haskell.) The TV veteran—last seen smoking a 
doobie on HBO’s Bored to Death—replaces 
Laurence Fishburne, who was never able to 

restore the luster to the drama after William 
Petersen (Gil Grissom) left in 2009. Danson won’t 
haveit any easier; CS7is down 14 percent in viewers

“All three CS/s have been 
cornerstones of our lineup 
for the better part of the 
last decade,” Kelly Kahl, 
the net’s senior exec VP of 
prime time, tells EW.

ean From The Killing to Game of Thrones to Glee, 
- COLUMNIST showrunners making shocking choices 


risk viewer tantrums. But should they care? 


LAST WEEK’S ANNOUNCEMENT of the Emmy nominations included six for 
what has become, no competition, the most kicked-around T'V series of the season, 
AMC's serialized mystery The Killing. | think the show got just the recognition it 
deserved—nominations for the steady excellence, despite uneven scripts, of its star 
Mireille Enos, for Michelle Forbes’ bold, uningratiating turn as a mother racked 
with grief, and for the direction and script of the pilot, which was full of promise and 
intrigue, even if much of it subsided in later episodes. The sustained “This show has 
betrayed us!” vilification of The Killing ranged from the reasonable (its cops weren’t 
nearly smart enough; too much of the plot hinged on ridiculously dated technology) 
to the obtuse (why did the family in mourning have to be so mournful?). 

But the outrage crested when the season finale did the apparently unforgivable: 
Instead of solving Rosie Larsen’s murder, it threw in a couple of twists and rolled 
the answer over to next season. You wanted closure? You got a cliff-hanger instead. 
And this led, across the nation (at least the small swath of it that watches The Killing), 
to the most overused, overwrought rallying cry of our era: That’s it! I’m through! 
Iam NEVER WATCHING THIS SHOW AGAIN! 

Of all the ways TV can be discussed, this particular brand of tantrum has got 

to be the dullest. When did fans become such drama queens? There’s a fine line 
between using passion and rhetoric to hold your favorite shows to a high standard— 
something the Internet has enabled—and sulkily demanding that a series tailor itself 
to please you. Besides, most showrunners know that “That’s it! I’m through!” is an 
empty threat. We heard it after the next-to-last episode of ; 
HBO's Game of Thrones this past spring, in which the Emmy- 
nominated scriptwriters shocked many viewers by lopping off 
their main character’s head. Chat boards were brimming with 
high dudgeon and harrumphs about a boycott. The following 
Sunday, of course, ratings hit a record high. Because the truth 
is that, with rare exceptions, people don’t stop watching a 
series because it startles them, even unpleasantly; they stop 
because they’re bored. “That’s it! ’m through!” is not a death 
knell. A death knell is “I wonder what else is on?” or “Is this a 
rerun? I can’t tell” or “Where’s my iPad?” 

Ihave problems with The Killing (and yes, after that ending, 
the first couple of episodes of season 2 had better deliver), 
but—not to get all antipopulist—I don’t really want the shows

Girls like 
Chord Overstreet—he’s going to be the 
new cute boy effective immediately! No, 
wait, Darren Criss’ “Teenage Dream” 
is a breakout! Put Darren in every epi- 
sode! That joke Sue Sylvester made 
about Mr. Schu’s hair got quoted on 
blogs! Let’s have five more! As a result, 
the show’s fans—the same fans whose 
weekly mood swings were being so over- 
monitored—complained that Glee was all 
over the place this year. Because it was. 

Just before the Emmy nominations, 
Glee czar Ryan Murphy announced that 
this would be the last season for three of 
its mainstays—Chris Colfer, Lea Michele, 
and Cory Monteith—whose characters 
will graduate from McKinley High next 
spring (it’s about time, 
since next June the actors 
will be, respectively, 22, 
25, and 30). When the 
news broke, some fans 
yelped, “That’s it! ’'m 
through!” And maybe 
they are. But I hope 
nobody at Glee is listen- 
ing. You can crowd- 
source many things, but 
the creative direction 
of a TV show shouldn’t 
be one of them. @

Ford No, I read it and frankly didn’t get 
it at all. But then I talked to Jon about 
the concept and the visual stuff and I 
sort of figured out how it might work. 
What I liked about it was that these 
people in the 1870s in New Mexico had 
no concept of outer space, no concept 
of life on other planets. 

They call the aliens “demons.” 

Ford That’s why I bought it completely. 
It just made perfect sense that these 
people would react this way. It wasn’t 
unthinkable. It didn’t seem that artificial. 
Favreau That was the real trick—how 
do you take this high-concept thing and 
find a way to bring some truth to it? 

It also makes it tricky to market. A 
serious movie with a comic title... 
Favreau Well, people might want to eat 
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cotton candy, but after a few bites they 
might want something more. 

You’re premiering the film at Comic-Con. 
That's a big deal for the convention. It’s 
the first time a major tentpole has had a 
world premiere there. You guys went 
last year while you were still making 
Cowboys & Aliens. Harrison, you were 
actually led in wearing handcuffs. 

Ford I was drugged and handcuffed, yes. 
Craig Because you asked to be drugged 
and handcuffed. You said you would 
only go if you were drugged and 
handcuffed. 

Ford Not both at the same time. 

What did you think of the convention? 
Ford It was very dark. The lights were on 
us and I couldn’t see what was out there. 
You didn’t see any families dressed like 
Wookiees or stormtroopers? 

Ford I saw nothing. But you know, 

I’m delighted to go anyplace where I’m 
welcomed like that. 

As a demigod... 

Ford But also a dinosaur. 

Is that how you see yourself? A 
dinosaur? 

Ford I’m just glad to have been able to 
continue to live the life I’m living. 
Favreau You know, we didn’t wish 
Harrison happy birthday. It was his 
birthday yesterday. 

Ford I have another one coming in 

a year... There’s a reason I’m on the 
cover of last month’s AARP. 

Are you feeling your age? 

Ford Huh? 

Do you feel your age? 

Ford Huh? [All laughing] 

Both of you guys were recently married. 
Harrison, you married Calista Flockhart 
while you were in the middle of making 
Cowboys & Aliens last summer, right? 
Ford Yeah. 

Favreau I got Harrison a fondue set 
when I found out. 

Ford Yes, he did. We were registered. 

I wanted a fondue set. 

Craig Where is it now? 

Ford Goodwill. 

Craig We didn’t f---ing register. Some- 
one said that to me. I said, “What 

does that mean?” I don’t need a fridge. 
I’ve got one. 

Well, you and Rachel Weisz did have a 
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very private wedding. Why did you 
decide to get married that way? 

Craig This question answers itself. You 
said we had a private wedding and now 
you want to ask about the wedding. 
You are barking up the wrong tree. No 
disrespect, but if you think it through, 
that’s the reason we’ve said f--- all on 
that subject. Because it was private, 
That ring on your wedding finger, 
Daniel—what’s that made of? It looks 
almost like copper. 

Craig [Smiling coldly] Really. You just 


see a line in the sand and want to 
f---ing step over it. 

You know, there’s an interesting karmic 
connection between you two actors. 

At one time early in his career Steven 
Spielberg wanted to make a James 
Bond movie. 

Craig He asked [the late Bond producer 
Cubby Broccoli] if he could direct 

one. Cubby was like, “Who the f--- are 
you?” And then he did Jaws, and 
asked him again, and Cubby told 

him to f--- off again because he was 
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going to be too expensive. 
Right. And then he went 
on to create his own 
action-hero franchise with 
Indiana Jones. 

Craig How great is that?

Ford For everybody except 
Tom Selleck. 

Tom Selleck was going to be 
Indiana Jones, wasn’t he?

But he also had an over- 
hanging commitment to 
CBS for Magnum, PI. and 
they exercised the option.

There’s also the story about 
George Lucas almost casting 
Richard Dreyfuss as Han Solo. 
Ford I’ve never heard 
Richard’s side of the story 
or even George's side, but 


I was [at George’s office during audi- 
tions] and saw George come in with 
Dreyfuss, and I assumed he was 
interviewing him. But maybe they 
were just chatting about baseball. 
How different the universe might have 
been if Tom Selleck had played Indy 
and Richard Dreyfuss had been cast 
as Han Solo. , 

Ford Maybe it would have been a better 
universe. 

Favreau My first role was in a Tom 
Selleck movie called Folks! I had one 


line. So if Tom Selleck had done 
Indiana Jones instead of Harrison, he 
might not have done Folks! and I might 
not be here now. You might be sitting 
here talking to other people. 
Tom Selleck and Richard Dreyfuss. 
Ford [Laughs] It probably would be a 
hell of a lot better an interview. 
Have either of you actors turned down 
jobs and later regretted it? 
Ford There have been roles that I’ve 
turned down because I just couldn’t 
figure out how to do it. And people have 
made great successes out of them. 
For example? 
Ford No. You know, Tom Selleck 
doesn’t go around saying he was first 
choice for Indiana Jones. You don’t do 
that. It doesn’t matter. 
Craig I think actors make up their 
mind to let this sort of stuff go, or else 
you just get bitter and twisted as you 
get older. You’ve got to look forward, 
always forward. 
When you were first 
offered Bond, did you 
hesitate at all? 
Craig I turned it down. I 
was like, “This is silly. I’ve 
got a career. I mean, lovely, 
thank you very much, I’m 
very honored that you 
would even consider it, but 
I can’t do it—sorry.” 
What changed your mind? 
Craig It was a good 
script. I went, “Okay, yeah, 
I understand.” 
How worried were you 
about Bond not happening 
again because of the MGM 
financial mess? Is that one 
of the reasons you signed on for The 
Girl With the Dragon Tattoo? To have a 
backup franchise? 
Craig I would have been disappointed if 
I hadn’t been able to do another Bond 
movie. But I just got on with what I 
was doing. I was lucky enough that Jon 
came along and said, “T’d like you to be 
in this cowboy movie.” And the next 
thing you know, I have David Fincher 
on the phone saying he’d like me to be 
in a movie based on a best-selling book.

=, who was savaged when a 
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photo of her kissing then-secret boyfriend Justin Bieber first 
surfaced earlier this year. “When they’re hiding behind a 
screen, people can say anything they want, and half those 
people would never say those things to your face.” 

The problem is, social networking is essential to these girls’ 
careers: Gomez, for instance, has never had a No. 1 single, yet 
on the Internet she’s a superstar, with nearly 23 million “likes” 
on Facebook and 6.3 million followers on Twitter, where she 
tweets with fans and celebrity pals alike. 

Of course, being adored by countless fans never stopped 
any singer from waging a me-against-the-world battle. 
Rock & roll has always been about rejecting the “normal” 
crowd, and recently pop has followed suit, with Lady Gaga 
flying her freak flag the highest and encouraging her Little 
Monsters to celebrate what makes them unusual. For teen- 
agers, being different has traditionally been a bad thing, and 
yet it’s something almost everyone relates to. Anti-bullying 
songs let stars have it both ways: There’s nothing like 
singing about being ostracized to make middle-school kids 
embrace you. 

“Tt does add authenticity,” says Ernest “Ernie D” Martinez, 
the lead on-air personality and creative director of Radio 
Disney. “To me, when you want to relate to an audience, you 
go through the things they go through on a daily basis. This 
then comes through in their music.” 

As fraught as it may be, there is an upside to all that 
online accessibility: making young fans feel closer than ever 
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to their idols—and often more invested. Doug Cohn, senior 
vice president of music and talent at Nickelodeon, remem- 
bers the first time he realized musicians were no longer 
quite as untouchable as they used to be. While working at 
Atlantic Records, he saw one of the label’s artists hugging 
kids at a show: “I was like, ‘What are you doing?’” he says. 
“In my head, I was thinking, ‘Nobody gets in the dressing 
room! Nobody touches the fans!’ But then I realized that 
was an old-school thought.” 

And in an era of “fake friends” and curated Facebook pro- 
files, it’s all the more crucial for stars to come across as real 
and relatable. This past spring, when Miranda Cosgrove, the 
18-year-old pop singer and actress (Nickelodeon’s iCarly), 
teamed up with the network in a campaign to end bullying, 
she was careful to point out that she spoke from experience. 

“Bullying is something that’s happened to me and my 
friends, too,’ Cosgrove tells EW. “I’ve always wanted people 
to feel like they’re going through the same things as me, 
because I really am just like anyone else.” 

So what makes Cosgrove—whose iCarly page on Facebook 
has some 10.2 million “likes”—believe she’s the typical teen- 
ager? “Well, I just got my [learner’s] permit,” she says. “We 
were doing tour rehearsal right by the DMV, and I actually 
passed! I was so happy. But then my picture came out really 
bad, and I felt terrible.” 

Proof that everyone needs a self-esteem anthem some- 
times—even the very pop stars singing them. m

across the street from where he lives. “Chivalry in the 
Middle Ages was among the most idealistic codes the 
human race has ever come up with for a warrior. These 
are men who were sworn to defend the weak. Then 
you look at the reality, and their brutality was 
extreme.” 4 Martin was already a successful fantasy 
and sci-fi author and TV writer when he decided to 
attempt an epic fantasy. It was a quest that would even- 
tually result in five novels (two more are planned) with 
more than 8.5 million copies of the books in this country 
alone; a breakout HBO series, Game of Thrones; and 
acclaim that borders on fantasy blasphemy: TIME 
magazine anointed him “The American Tolkien.”

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Initially, Martin knew only that he 
wanted to write a “big” novel that would 
let him indulge in all the elements Holly- 
wood executives told him were impossi- 
ble to produce in the TV show he worked 
on: global stakes, graphic sex and 
violence, giant battles, and a ton of char- 
acters—in short, a tale that would shatter 
all the romanticized clichés inspired by 
medieval Europe and instead depict the 
period’s barbaric reality. “Pretty soon I 
was 100 pages into the book and I was 
making maps and genealogies,” he says. 

The result was 1996’s A Game of 
Thrones, a genre-busting saga of war- 
ring families set ina medieval-like world 
where seasons last for years. Though his 
publisher expected a best-seller, the } 
book was a disappointment. Yet as 
Martin continued the complex story 
in subsequent volumes (A Clash 
of Kings, A Storm of Swords), 
the series’ popularity skyrock- 
eted. The fourth installment, 
A Feast for Crows, went 
straight to No. 1 on the 
best-seller list when it was 
released in 2005.

riving George R.R. Martin to lunch in 

Santa Fe is really nerve-racking. You’re acutely 

aware of transporting valuable literary cargo. 

Should another driver run a red light, you don’t 
want to have to explain to millions of fans why they’re never 
going to find out what happened next to Jon Snow and 
Tyrion Lannister. 

Martin fumes when he sees a hideous new Taco Bell has 
sprouted next to his favorite local taqueria. “It just boggles 
the mind,” he says. “Why would anybody go to a Taco Bell 
when you have 47 other places nearby with superior tacos?” 

After he sits down at a table for lunch, the waitress says 
she’s ordered his new book, A Dance With Dragons. This sort 
of reaction is increasingly common for Martin, who’s pleased 
about the number of new readers HBO’s April-launched 
series Game of Thrones has brought to his work, but less com- 
fortable with his rising level of fame. He used to be able to 
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STORM 
a SW JRDS browse the bins at Comic- 
Con and to mock TV 
shows on his blog in rela- 
tive anonymity. But an idle 
comment to The New Yorker 
a few months back about 
how he didn’t want to “do a 
Lost” and screw up the end- 
ing of the Ice and Fire series 
had a stunning boomerang 
effect when one of the show’s executive producers, Damon 

Lindelof, took umbrage and the media jumped on the story. 
Though thrilled with the TV adaptation, Martin does wish 
the show had a larger budget. The first book’s climactic fight 
was cut, and the second book demands pricey CG dragons,

| unnatural-size wolves, and a massive war sequence involving 


a fleet of ships. Ironically, trying to escape the confines of TV 
writing has led Martin right back to the small screen, where 
executive producers David Benioff and Dan Weiss have tasked 
him with scripting season 2’s battle. “David and Dan must hate 
me,” Martin admits. “It’s very tough because we don’t have the 
budget to do the battle in the book. We just don’t.” 

Fans, meanwhile, fret about the possibility that the show— 
which so far is covering one book per season—will ultimately 
overtake Martin’s recent glacial publishing pace. “I’m still 
in denial about that,” he says. “I’m telling myself that won’t

o what did happen during those six years, 
when fan impatience became so intense that a mere 
blog post by Martin suggesting he was doing any- 
thing other than writing Dance drew outraged 
rants? “I never had the sort of writer’s block where I didn’t go 
near the typewriter,” Martin says. “But I had days where I 
would sit there and couldn’t write and I would spend all day 
answering emails, or I would rewrite and couldn’t go forward.” 

One issue was that Martin had created a world so detailed 
and sprawling that the story became unwieldy. Hardcore fan- 
tasy lovers sometimes become lost in mythical worlds, but this 
is a case where the author himself seemed mired in his own 
complex plotline. After a cohort of minor characters seized 
command of the story in book 4, Martin wrestled his narrative 
back on track in Dragons. 

“T do sometimes think I’ve thrown too many balls in the air, 
but having thrown them in the air, it’s my obligation to juggle 
them,” Martin says, then jokes: “Why did I have to make it the 
Seven Kingdoms? Wouldn’t Five Kingdoms have been suffi- 
ciently complicated?” 

Dance is heavily stocked with such favorites as Jon, 
Daenerys, and Tyrion, along with plenty of Martin’s trade- 
mark shocking twists and the surprise return of one tragic 
character. The author’s ruthlessness about killing beloved 
characters who make poor decisions has been a hallmark of 
the series, and has famously led fans to throw their books 
across the room—only to go pick them up again. Martin credits 
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Tolkien with inspiring him to stun readers with character 
deaths. “I remember when I was 13 years old and read that 
Gandalf fell into the pit. It was devastating,” he says. “Gandalf 
can’t die! But it was so great that he did die. And what the f— are 
they going to do now? Gandalf is the one with all the answers!” 

At 1,040 pages, Dance is Martin’s longest book in the series, 
yet is actually shorter than the author intended in terms of the 
amount of story that’s covered. There’s at least one large bat- 
tle sequence that Martin didn’t have time to include, and sey- 
eral character threads end in tantalizing cliff-hangers. In 
other words, as satisfyingly huge as Dance is, you’re going to 
want more. Which leads to the dreadful question: When can 
the devoted expect book 6? 

“T’m not going to say,” Martin says. “I’ve gotten in constant 
trouble for that. There’s an element of fans who don’t seem to 
realize I’m making estimates. I’ve repeatedly been guilty of an 
excess of optimism.” He says he’s already made some headway 
on The Winds of Winter and expects to return to it in January. 
And fans can reassure themselves that Martin is working 
toward a conclusion, since he’s often said he’ll end the series 
with the seventh novel...right? 

“Tm as firm as I am,” Martin says, “until I decide not to 
be firm.”

Jeremy Piven crunches his lips. He wrinkles his brow. 

He juts out his chin. Finally, just when it seems like he’s run out 
of facial contortions, he squeezes his eyes shut and releases a 
stream of utterly authentic-looking tears, right on cue. 

The 45-year-old actor is on a soundstage in Culver City, Calif, 
onacool June afternoon, enjoying his last few weeks of portraying 
talent agent Ari Gold on HBO’s Hollywood satire Entourage 
before the show wraps up shooting its eighth and final season. 
Normally, Piven’s Ariis more ofa screamer than a weeper. 

But after all those years of shouting into cell phones and hurling 
obscenities at assistants, Piven is getting a chance to show Ari’s softer side. 
Mrs. Ari (Perrey Reeves) left him at the end of last season, 
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taking the dog and the kids with her, and at the start of this 
season (premiering July 24 at 10:30 p.m.) his most important 
client, superstar Vincent Chase (Adrian Grenier), returns 
from rehab after developing a bad drug habit helped along by 
his porn-star girlfriend (played by real-life porn star Sasha 
Grey). In the scene Piven is filming today, Ari sits alone in his 
sleek, glass-walled office and has a breakdown. 

“Tlove the duality of the character,” Piven says later, describ- 
ing how he’s played the role over the past 88 episodes. “At first 
glance you think he’s a pig. But then you come to realize he’s 
doing it all for his family.” He continues, “And the way this final 
season has unfolded, I get to pull back the layers and reveal 
what really matters to this guy. I get to show his humanity. I get 
to cry. How great is that for an actor?” 

Pretty great. Especially because Piven totally nails the 
scene, sobbing like John Boehner at a Céline Dion concert. 
Turns out this may well be an actor with a far wider dramatic 
range and greater emotional depth than anyone who watches 
Entourage might have guessed. 

Hither that, or he had some really bad sushi for lunch.

plays one so well, with such sharky gusto and oily charm, 


that people can’t help thinking he’s a grade-A a-hole. “I once | 
had a guy come up to me and offer me cocaine,” Piven recalls. | 


“T said, ‘Oh, no thanks, I don’t do it.’ He goes, ‘Yes, you do.’ I 
said, ‘No, I don’t. We had this whole conversation, with him 
digging in. But you know, at a certain point, you just have to 
take it as a compliment.” 

The truth—at least according to Piven—is that he couldn’t be 


more different from Ari. Yes, there has been one unfortunate | 


public episode (we'll get to the “sushigate” scandal a little later), 
but for the most part, he insists, he’s just an ordinary, boring 
Hollywood celebrity. In his spare time, he does yoga. He hangs 
out on the beach with his 6-year-old niece (he keeps her picture 
in his smartphone). He takes spiritual journeys throughout India 
(and even brings along a camera crew, turning his 2006 trip into 
a Travel Channel docuseries, Jeremy Piven’s Journey of a Lifetime). 
Piven literally grew up on stage, performing as a child actor in 
the Chicago theater that his mother still helps run. As a teenager 
he attended the Harand theater camp in Wisconsin, where he is 
no doubt remembered for his turn as Bernardo in a production 
of West Side Story. By the time he had reached his mid-30s, 
Piven had acted in more than 30 films (playing John Cusack’s 


neurotic friend in a number of them, including Grosse Pointe | 


Blank and Serendipity, but also costarring in Cusack-free movies 
like Kiss the Girls, Black Hawk Down, and Old School) and had 
appeared in about a dozen TV series—most notably as head 
writer Jerry on The Larry Sanders Show. 

But then, in 2004, Piven struck Gold, and people have 
been assuming the worst about him ever since. “What is so 
funny,” he says, “is that my character on Larry Sanders was 
avery schlubby guy. And then I play this character who is a 
shark and takes up all the oxygen in a room, and suddenly 
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Jerry Ferrara, KevinDillon, 
Scott Caan, Piven, Kevin 
Connolly, and Adrian 
Grenier on Entourage 


I’m typecast as that guy. But I really have to whip myself up 
to play Ari. It requires a very specific type of frenzy. That’s 
not who I am. That sort of frenetic, abrasive, reactive energy 
is not my natural resting state.” 

It’s well-known that the series is loosely based on the life of 
movie star and exec producer Mark Wahlberg. Sometimes not 
so loosely. Vinnie Chase may not be a ringer for Marky Mark, but 
the Ari Gold character was initially scripted as a carbon copy of 
Wahlberg’s famously explosive real-life agent, Ari Emanuel. 
“Jeremy even looks a little like the real Ari,” notes the show’s 
creator, Doug Ellin. Not as well-known is the fact that Piven’s 
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character was originally considered the most expendable. While 
all the other actors in Vince's posse (Kevin Dillon as his brother, 
Drama, Kevin Connolly as his best friend, E, and Jerry Ferrara 
as his driver and lackey, Turtle) were signed to six-year deals, 
Piven negotiated a two-year contract. “Since he was just the 
agent, the thinking was he could be written off the show,” Ellin 
explains. Of course, it didn’t exactly work out that way. By the 
end of the first season, it was obvious Piven had found a signa- 
ture role. By the end of the fifth, he’d taken home three Emmys 
and a Golden Globe. By the end of the seventh, Piven was pretty 
much the only reason some viewers were continuing to tune in. 


also put a target on his back. Snarky gossip items about trips 
to the Playboy Mansion and dates with supermodels began 
popping up in the tabloids. (Piven, who has never been married, 
declines to discuss who he’s dating now.) Then, in 2008, during 
downtime from Entourage, the actor signed on to costar ina 
new Broadway production of David Mamet’s Speed-the-Plow. A 
few months into its run, he ticked off its producers by pulling 
out early because of health problems due to mercury poisoning 
that Piven blamed on a diet of too much sushi. As improbable as 
it sounds, the fish tale was true—an arbitrator ultimately ruled 


in Piven’s favor—but the public relations damage had been done. | 
The New York papers were merciless, and even Mamet took 


a jab. “My understanding is that he is leaving show business 
to pursue a career as a thermometer,” the playwright cracked.

“The mercury-poisoning thing was a tough time for Jeremy,” 
says Connolly. “But you know, there were a million other 
excuses that he could have made up that nobody could have 
said a word about. He could have just said, ‘I have mono and I 
can’t get out of bed.’ Why would he make that story up about 
mercury poisoning?” 

“T thought I had narcolepsy,” Piven says of the episode. “I 
literally could not keep my eyes open. I was staying home at 


| night and getting plenty of rest, but I kept fading. It got to the 
| point where one night I did an entire performance while sitting 


down. I’m not a hypochondriac, but I was scared.” 
Eventually, after cutting back on seafood and taking some 
time off, Piven recuperated—at least from the mercury 
poisoning. “Sure, when I left the play I suffered slings and 
arrows,” he goes on, “but the reality is [leaving the play] was 
a gift. Ifit hadn’t gone down like that, who knows what would 
have happened to me?” Still, Piven continues to suffer from 
the aftereffects of excessive exposure to bad press. At lunch 
in Malibu a few weeks after crying on the set, Piven is every- 
thing Ariisn’t—calm, cordial, genial. But he’s also extremely 
cautious. You can see the wheels turning as he considers the 
ramifications of his every syllable. At times, interviewing 
Piven can feel like a scene out of Frost/Nixon. “That's a really 


| loaded question,” he says when he’s tossed a softball about 
His success on the show opened up other opportunities—but | 


whether he can tell when he’s nailed a scene. “Hither way I 
answer, I might come across as an a--hole.” 

Now that Entourage is ending, Piven has a chance to shake 
off his Ari image problem. He’ll be playing five different 
characters—none of them alpha agents—in Robert Rodri- 
guez’s latest preteen adventure, Spy Kids: All the Time in the 
World in 4D (out Aug. 19). He also has serious roles in two 
indie films: a dark midlife-crisis drama opening Dec. 9 
called I Melt With You (which features a big crying scene) 
and Angels Crest, in which he plays a tortured district 
attorney prosecuting a case involving a young boy’s death (it 
features a crying bit too). Perhaps now Piven will be pigeon- 
holed as a big softy? If so, he’s fine with it. “I look forward to 
being typecast again,” says the actor, ever hopeful. “It’ll be 
interesting to see as what.”

LITTLE OVER 30 years ago, the movie that 
kicked off Hollywood’s love affair with comic- 


bs] OW Many book superheroes—1978’s Superman—was 
heralded by an ad line that now sounds quaint 

Su perh ero eS enough to have come from some three-ring 
circus in the 1920s: “You'll believe a man can 

fiy.” At the time, it did seem an astounding 
Is Too Ma ny? thing to believe. I swear, during the sequences in which 


E J Christopher Reeve whisked Margot Kidder through 
There’s nothing super about the glut of the air, a lot of people were looking for the strings they 
tights-wearing heroes in movies this year. assumed the actors must be dangling from, and when 
they couldn’t find them, they were amazed. 

Today, the powers possessed by movie superheroes 
are so showy and colorful that they make easy believers 
of us all. This summer alone, we believed that an interga- 
lactic Norse-god bruiser could wield a cosmic hammer to 
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demolish his enemies (Thor); we believed 
that a man in a pulsating lime-green 
bodysuit could sculpt objects from his mind 
made entirely of light (Green Lantern); we 
believed that a man—or woman—could 
magnetize the arcs of speeding missiles, 
sprout dragonfly wings, or turn their body to 
diamond crystal (X-Men: First Class). This 
week, in Captain America: The First Avenger, 
a film that didn’t screen in time for EW’s 
deadline (though why do I sort of feel like 
I’ve already seen it anyway?), we'll believe 
that a bionically enhanced paramilitary stoic 
with an impenetrable shield...well, I have no 
doubt we'll believe he can do something that 
knocks our socks off. 

There’s a real drawback, however, to all 
this promiscuous believing: We no longer 
believe that very much of this stuff is special. 
How could we, when we see it, at least over 
the summer, on a more or less weekly basis? 
Superheroes, before they do anything else 
(act alienated, defeat sociopathic criminals, 
drive heavily gadgetized retro-future sports- 
mobiles), are supposed to make us go 
“Wow!” But in this season of one comic-book 
adaptation after another, I’ve experienced 
something a lot less bedazzling than that. 
Call it Superhero Fatigue. Digital effects 
now make everything possible—but they 
therefore have the effect of making the 
impossible seem expected, even banal. Stare 
at enough visual magic and it’s no longer 
awesome. It’s just F/X wallpaper. 

Yet I’m not only talking about the jaded- 
ness that can arise from the all-CGI-all-the- 
time era. Here are a few other reasons I 
think Superhero Fatigue is now upon us: 

THE RERUN FACTOR The tropes and 
backstories and concepts that power super- 
hero fantasies are becoming seriously repet- 
itive and innocuous. We seem to be watching 
the same three or four stories over and over 
again (a mystically strong stranger arrives 
from another planet! A lonely rich dude puts 
on a vigilante mask! A guy undergoes a 
mutation and turns into a monster/spider/ 
tiberhuman! They all kick ass and get lots 
of media exposure from fictionalized big-city 
newspapers!). Comics, especially some 
of the more ambitious graphic novels, allow 
these concepts to flower in wonderfully 
twisted directions. In movies, the kinks 
tend to get flattened out, and we're left with 
eternal variations on the same theme. 


THE FRANCHISE FACTOR The sheer 
numbing frequency of sequels, prequels, and 
reboots has created an atmosphere of comic- 
book overkill. I’m not sure I can pinpoint 
when I began to feel saturated by superhero 
glut, but it may have been the moment when 
I saw The Incredible Hulk (2008), Hollywood's 
second stab at the unjolly green giant, and 
realized that the film had “corrected” the 
folly of Ang Lee’s Hulk (2003) simply by not 
being terrible. Or maybe it was the moment, 
over the past year, when the plan was 
announced to reboot Superman...again. 

THE ANTIHERO FACTOR This dates 
back to Tim Burton’s 1989 Batman (a succu- 
lent pop spectacle) and Burton’s decision to 
cast the mealy Michael Keaton as the Caped 
Crusader. It worked—and so, to a degree, 
did the cutesy-morose Tobey Maguire in 
Spider-Man (2002) and the jabberingly ironic 
Robert Downey Jr. in Jron Man (2008).

Yet the 
cumulative effect of all these anti-macho 
brainiacs has been to make it seem as if a 
superhero could be anyone. When Seth 
Rogen mugged and posed his way through 
the flaky idiot whimsy of The Green Hornet, 
it was like, Why are we watching this guy?

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in global culture. Simply by showing up, 
they were cool. Now we're on to more deriv- 
ative and less exalted heroes, such as Thor 
and Captain America. I’m not dissing them 
(Thor, for my money, was high formulaic 
fun), but as characters they lean a bit more 
toward the generic. There’s a feeling that 
Hollywood has now begun scraping the 
Marvel/DC barrel. Next summer’s The 
Avengers is a comic-book epic with nearly 
every hero in the Marvel stable. Which 
raises the question: After that, who’s left? 
Repetition, of course, can dull the thrill of 
almost anything. Yet I think there’s another 
underlying reason for Superhero Fatigue, 
a reason that points to the antidote. When 
comic-book movies really work, it’s because 
our connection to those heroes is intensely 
personal. They’re the rebels/mutants/geeks 
who transform themselves and triumph. 
It’s telling that The Dark Knight, the greatest 
superhero movie ever made, wasn’t really 
directed in a “comic-book style.” It was more 
like visionary ’70s psycho-noir. Christopher 
Nolan made a film that, in its grand and 
brooding psychology, transcended the genre, 
and we can all hope that he does it again with 
The Dark Knight Rises. More and more, though, 
the films that emerge from our tentpole- 
movie culture force interior struggle to take 
a backseat to external razzmatazz—the 
sheer spectacle of men flying, lifting, smash- 
ing, morphing. It’s all very eye-popping, but 
there’s only so much fun to be had when 
you’re on the outside looking in.

The Myth of the American Sleepover is an all- 
night-long, end-of-the-summer high school 
drama with a difference: Almost every scene 
in it is quiet. Shooting in a small Michigan 
town, writer-director David Robert Mitchell 
is out to capture the gentle, loping rhythms of 
two friends pedaling bikes at twilight, or of a 
slumber party where the inviting is a bigger 
event than the sleepover. Mitchell has an 

ear for the tentativeness of adolescence, the 
way that everyone is trying on postures, 
attitudes, selves. In this Midwestern ramble, 
the kids dress down, but their most intimate 
confessions are fashion statements: How does 
this sentiment sound on me? 

Yet there’s a downside to making a movie 
that’s all slivers, anecdotes, and random wispy 
encounters. Mitchell, much like his characters, 
fetishizes his own sensitivity. The Myth of the 
American Sleepover has fresh, lovely moments, 
but it could have used more psychological 
heft. The unknown actors in the cast come off 
as authentic teenagers, but not a lot of them 
really pop. One exception: Claire Sloma, who's 
like a Kewpie-doll Molly Ringwald. When she 
does an impromptu retro poolside dance, her 
perky audacity puts the rest of the film on 
hold, making it almost a bummer when it gets 
going again.

The Next Cult Hit? 


After abducting British audiences in May, the 
aliens-versus-gangsters comedy Attack the Block 
is set to invade U.S. theaters. —Clark Collis 


Growing up in South London, Joe Cornish adored creature features 
like Close Encounters of the Third Kind (1977) and Gremlins (1984) as 
well as gang movies such as The Warriors (1979). His one complaint? 
None of them were set in South London. “I used to wonder why 

' those stories never happened where I lived,” says Cornish, 42. 
“Twenty-five years later I’m trying to put that right.” 

The writer-director’s Attack the Block is a geekgasmic fusion of 
monster and gang genres that has already proved a hit in the 
U.K. and opens here July 29. The horror comedy starts with a white 
nurse (Jodie Whittaker) being robbed by a gang of mostly black 
teens. The muggers and their victim must then reluctantly cooperate 
to battle a horde of hairy aliens. Also caught up in the mayhem is 
a stoned trustafarian type (Luke Treadaway), who Cornish admits 
is based on himself. “I spent a lot of my early 20s in housing 
estates scoring weed,” he says sheepishly. 

Attack the Block was executive-produced by Hot Fuzz director 
Edgar Wright, who worked with Cornish on the script for Steven 
Spielberg’s The Adventures of Tintin (out Dec. 23). Cornish says when 
he first met the Jaws director, he “had to try not to remember his 
body of work because I would have been in danger of passing out.” 

Cornish faces off against his idol next weekend, when Attack the 
Block opens opposite the Spielberg-produced Cowboys & Aliens. But he 
jokes that only his movie 
will teach you how to talk 
to British teens during 
an alien invasion. 
“When you come out 
of the theater,” Cor- 
nish says, “you will 
be ready to come to 
South London and 
kick alien arse!”

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HEN ENTOURAGE debuted in 2004, 
it was the tale of four plucky lads trying 
to navigate the shallow, dangerous waters 
of Hollywood. The most handsome boy 
allied himself with a yappy shark for an 
agent, and their success seemed predes- 
tined. Not the show’s, though. At the 
time, Entourage was a real risk—a male 
Sex and the City that was sometimes 30 minutes of drama 
despite being a comedy, featuring inside references that 
might not play well among HBO subscribers who didn’t 
know Ari Emanuel from Nikki Finke. 

Entourage, however, turned out to be a star-making 
vehicle for almost everyone involved. There was a 
substantial audience for the show’s shrewdest fantasy:

living the Hollywood high life with your child- 
hood buds, scoring babes and recreational 
substances with macho ease. The guys— 
Adrian Grenier’s Vince, Kevin Connolly’s 
Eric, Kevin Dillon’s Johnny, and Jerry 
Ferrara’s Turtle—were a posse before posses 
were cool, and the way they bounce off and 
exploit one another is, paradoxically, the 
heart and soul of the show. Against the deeply 
cynical backdrop of showbiz, sponging 
becomes proof of loyalty. 

The series has had its ups and downs. 
For me, the sixth-season Enzo Ferrari movie 
project and the beginning of Eric’s perpetual 
pining for Emmanuelle Chriqui’s Sloan 
were a bit of a slow trudge. But the eighth 
and final season finds everyone pulling 
themselves together for a last hurrah. 

Vince is living the sober life, and is eager to 
write and direct; Johnny seems on the verge 
of third-tier stardom as the lead voice in a 
new cartoon series. Juicy subplots abound: 
Andrew Dice Clay, playing himself as Johnny’s 
costar, doesn’t shy away from his former- 
superstar-comedian status. Scott Caan is 
back to preen gloriously as E’s management 
partner, and Rex Lee’s Lloyd is trying to sign 
Modern Family exec producer Steve Levitan. 
Best of all, Jeremy Piven’s Ari is fighting 
brilliantly—Piven’s rage and fear have never 


meshed so fluently—to save his marriage. 
(The show has always cast smaller roles 
beautifully, never more so than with Perrey 
Reeves as the brittle Mrs. Ari and Lee as Ari’s 
tortured assistant-turned-agent Lloyd.) 
Entourage has avoided teaching us lessons 
about greed-head ambition; if anything, its 
flaw has been its throbbing sentimentality 
about the bonds of bro-ship. But what the 
series may come down to is the enduring 
notion that friendship is the simplest and 
best premise for comedies. Oh, and all the 
better if you can get people like Tony Bennett, 
Martin Scorsese, and Anna Faris to make 
appearances with those friends. B

The Hottest 
Self-Published 
Books 


Amanda Hocking and John Locke 
publish their own novels—and they 


sell like crazy. But are they any good?

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ELF-PUBLISHING has been in the 
news recently, with young Minnesota 
writer Amanda Hocking selling so 
many of her supernatural romance 
novels that she scored a reported 
$2 million deal with St. Martin’s. 
Former insurance salesman John 
Locke, meanwhile, has moved more 
than a million downloads, putting him 
in such company as Stieg Larsson and Nora Roberts. It’s 
an irresistible story: the DIY upstarts who persevere 
amid industry indifference only to find massive success 
on their own. Who wouldn’t want to champion these 
gutsy indie superstars? 
It’s ashame, then, that their books are so much less 
exciting than their stories. Hocking is best known for her 
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Trylle novels: Switched, Torn, and Ascend. All three, 
which sell for less than $3 each, hit the upper reaches 

of Amazon’s ebook best-seller list earlier this year. The 
trilogy’s heroine is Wendy Everly, a regular teenager 
who one day learns that she’s—ahem—a troll. Sorry, a 
troll princess. It soon transpires that Wendy must master 
her latent troll powers and save her troll community 
from some other, evil trolls who want to destroy their 
troll way of life, all while she navigates her extremely 
messy and complex troll love life. 

Hocking, it’s safe to say, is not a stylist. Her work 
reads like a high school creative-writing assignment, 
full of typos and misused words and lifeless language. But 
while wordcraft may not be her thing, Hocking definitely 
does have something. Despite its faults, the trilogy zips 
along pleasantly enough, and although the books aren’t 
remotely in the same league as Harry Potter or The 
Hunger Games, they do poke at the same pleasure centers. 
Hocking has some storytelling chops: The Trylle books 
make you want to know what’s going to happen next. 

The same cannot be said about her latest novel, 

Virtue. Subtitled A Fairy Tale, it’s a bunch of goopy 
romantic nonsense about—to summarize a story that’s too 
complicated and ridiculous to fully explain here—an 

angel who falls in love with a demon. The unlikely couple’s 
all-consuming passion just might save the world from the 
ultimate evil, assuming they can battle their way past a 
dragon, an evil stepmother, and some truly awful prose. 
“She kissed him fervently, standing on her tiptoes to taste 
him more deeply,” Hocking writes. “A fire burned inside, 
spreading a fresh wonderful heat all through her.” 

Locke’s Donovan Creed series is decidedly more adult, 
in both style and substance. Creed is a former CIA 
operative who’s now the “deadliest man on earth,” an 
equal-opportunity assassin tracking terrorists for 
the government while performing hits for the Mob. The 
tone is tough-guy humorous, equal parts macho violence 
and dumb dirty jokes. The latest, Vegas Moon, features 
characters with forced-funny names like Dr. Phyllis 
Willis and Fast Eddie Pickles, and a flimsy plot about 
a lethal computer chip implanted in Creed’s brain gets 
padded out with a weirdly detailed pasta recipe and an 
impassioned defense of airport baggage handlers. 

The pasta sounds pretty good. Otherwise, Vegas 
Moon doesn’t have much going for it, and the book’s 
neither suspenseful nor especially clever. Locke’s idea 
of a zingy line is “I lock the front door, then move 
through Phyllis’ office like clap through a whorehouse.” 
It’s cheap stuff, which makes sense given that the book 
sells for just 99 cents. To be fair, Vegas Moon isn’t much 
worse than any number of disposable paperbacks avail- 
able at your local airport at a far higher price. But if 
you’re after a bargain, why not wander down to the 
library and pick up one of the world’s best novels for 
free?

To be given money to be 
able to do that was outra- 
geous. The idea, as a working- 
class kid, to be given money 
for the same stuff that | did at 
night for fun. That allowed me 
not only to be a normal person, 
but to be an author. 

GAIMAN When people ask me, 
“What else would you have 
been?” | say, “You don’t under- 
stand. You don’t want me put- 
ting up your shelves. You don’t 
want me driving your taxi, 
because you probably won't 

get there in one piece.” 
MORRISON We probably take 
this stuff more seriously than 
most. And only by taking it 
seriously was | able to write a 
book like this. Which takes it 
very seriously indeed, in ways it 
probably hasn't been before. It’s 
magical to me, the way it has 
all dogged our lives with its 
primary colors.
